$2.5 million mark

THE SUCCESS story of 
Stewardship ’72 will give a 
new vitality to the Church, 
Bishop Maher told priests 
last week. 

He met with them in San 
Bernardino and San Diego at 
at the close of the official 
Stewardship ’72 campaign. 

Nearly $2.5 million has 
been committed by Catholics 
in the diocese, of which 
almost half is already paid in 
cash, 

“THIS IS A giant step 
forward in the progress of 
the Church in this diocese,’’ 
said the bishop. ‘‘The 
leadership of the priests and 
the wonderful cooperation of 
the laity have combined to 
make it the success it is.” 

Bishop Maher said there is 
a grave obligation to con- 
tinue the work from the 
financial aspect to leader- 
ship in other realms. ‘‘We 
cannot be static. We must 
activate the time and talent 
of everyone.” 


Father William Cooney, 
diocesan stewardship 
moderator, said that with the 
closing of the ‘‘treasure’’ 
part of the campaign, we 
must ensure that the ‘‘time 
and talent” aspects are not 
forgotten. 

‘“‘THE SUCCESS is a 
mandate from the people to 
continue the spiritual part of 
stewardship,” he said. 


Latest returns show that 
$2,466,252 has been .com- 
mitted. This includes 
$1,663,685 for parish and 
diocesan needs — $163,685 
over the $1.5 million ear- 


marked; and $802,567 for 
parishes — $302,567 over 
goals. 


All 20 stewardship regions 
have reached or passed total 
regional targets. Parishes 
over goal stood at 114, while 
48 parishes had not yet 
reached theirs.

My dear people of God: 


- For the Christian the resurrection of our Savior from the 
dead is the greatest joy of all, a lively and triumphant joy, for 
it transfigures the very heart of the human tragedy, suffering 


Christ is risen. Nearly two thousand years ago a small 
group of men and women, crushed by the death of One in 


whom they had place all their faith, stared in fear and horror 
at cin empty tomb in which they had laid him three days . 
earlier. 


The stricken group feared his enemies had hidden him 
elsewhere lest he should make good his promise to rise from 
the dead. They did not believe he had risen. But he appeared 
suddenly at their side. No one knew whence he came. He 
prepared a meal and ate it with them. Now convinced that he 
was alive, they hastened to tell his disciples. 


But these stubbornly persisted in their disbelief until they 
had gazed upon their risen Lord and examined the wounds on 
his crucified body. 


Then, there were those who, often in multitudes, beheld 
him with their own eyes, heard him with their own ears and 
touched him with their own hands. 


The apostles, and their successors ever since their time, 
have carried to the ends of the earth the good news of Christ’s 
glorious resurrection from the dead. They have built upon it, 
as upon a foundation, the Christian religion which today has 
more than a billion adherents around the world. 


Our Savior’s resurrection is therefore a fact of history. And 
it is no dead fact. It lives today as potent in its promise as 
when the angel rolled the stone from the tomb, as glorious in 
its strong reality as when the dazzled soldiers fled in terror, 
as masterful in love as when the risen Christ said to his 
apostles: Peace! my peace be with you. 


Our Savior’s triumph over death still lives and forever 
shall live in heaven and on earth. It was his triumphant 
ascent into his own kingdom and to his own throne as God 
whence he rules all things forever. 


On earth, too, his triumph lives. It lives in the continuous 
release of souls from the tomb of sin unto the glorious sun- _ 
shine, the happy freshness and gladsome mysteries of 
supernatural faith and grace and trust. It lives in the mar- 
velous life of Christ on earth, his moral incarnation in his own 
Church. ‘‘You are the body of Christ,” said St. Paul to the 
Christians. 


My Easter hope, then, is that the Risen Christ will bring 
great joy and happiness into the lives of our people. 


My Paschal prayer is that the promise and victory of our 
risen Savior will remain with us forever.

Sixty glorious years 


Any resemblance between the reign of Queen 
Victoria over Britain and the sixty years of the 
Southern Cross we are celebrating is purely coin- 
cidental. The good queen made her mark on the 
character of life wherever English is spoken. This 
newspaper has made its own mark on the life of those 
Christians touched by it these past six decades. 


This year, at the mature age of 60, the Southern 
Cross can look back to its founding days as a Catholic 
paper long before there was a diocese of San Diego. 
The Knights of Columbus were its sponsors in 1912, 
and James H. Dougherty took over as editor and 
publisher in 1919, remaining at the helm until his death 
in 1931. 


In 1937 the newly established diocese of San Diego 
took over the paper with Father (later Msgr.) James 
O’Shea as editor until he retired in 1970. The picture 

shows the first editorial board meeting after diocesan 

ownership, with Msgr. O’Shea in the center of the 
group. The only other survivor is the handsome young 
priest on the left, now known as Msgr. Matthew J. 
Thompson, pastor at Corona, who gave me the pic- 
ture.

The others are, from the left, Father David 
McAstocker, SJ, Msgr. Laurence Forristal and Father 
Charles N. Raley. Even the setting for the historic 
photograph is no longer with us — the old Del Mar 
Hotel, which in those days seemed to be a favorite 
haunt for priestly gatherings. 


Does the sun shine? 


The city of San Diego is not exactly basking in the 
sunshine of sanctity these days, with rumor and in- 
vestigation rife about so many aspects of its per- 
sonalities and perquisites. 


The kind of intrigue with which so many ‘‘deals”’ are 
surrounded make it easy for the columnists and the 
big magazines to write “‘investigative’’ pieces without 
the kind of solid evidence that would hold up in court. 


However, if men in public office continue to become 
involved in the kind of pay-off which is unfortunately 
still rampant in our political system, there will be 
opportunities for innuendoes and hints of collusion at 
even the most innocent of transactions. 


San Diego has not exactly become sin city, but its 
reputation certainly has not been enhanced by the 
publicity it has attracted of late. 
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Changes at Mercy 


Msgr. Henry Keane who is moving south from 
Redlands to be head chaplain at Mercy hospital will 
find a few changes since his first night in California 
there many, many years ago. 


One of the recent changes was the resignation of 
Mrs. R.J. Portman as executive director of Mercy 
Clinic, a post she has held since 1960, when it was 
moved from Our Lady of Guadalupe church to make 
way for Interstate 5. 


She told me it ‘‘seemed only natural’’ to return to 
Nazareth House as counselor after giving up her 
duties at Mercy. A widow for 22 years, Mrs. Portman 
is the mother of Msgr. John R. Portman, chairman of 
the religious studies department of USD and chairman 
of the diocesan ecumenical commission. 


Mrs. Portman had previously been a social worker 
at Nazareth for the Catholic Casework Bureau; now 
Catholic Family Service. 


Help stop burglary 


The coming campaign to combat burglary in 
California will be welcomed as much by parishioners 
and priests as regular householders. The spate of theft 
from churches and church property has made pastors 
chary of leaving churches open even for daytime 
prayer. 


Microphones and other expensive equipment are 
removed as soon as you turn your back. Rectories and 
school offices have been ransacked like other homes.

“A man at the back stood up and said: ‘Don’t 
apologize, Father. The Church doesn’t demand 
enough of us. Look at the Mormons, the Lutherans, the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses and the Communists who don’t 
mind giving their time to spread their own ideas. Just 
let us know what you want, and we will do it.’ 


“This inspired all the men, and they went to work on 
the solicitation plan with a will. But by the time it 
came to put names to details, we couldn’t find the man 
who spoke.

But Mrs. Gonzales holds the record for 
consistency — being a St. James 
parishioner for 45 years and chief suppor- 
ter of St. Leo’s mission. 


AS LONG-TIME head of the Mothers’ 
Club, she promoted various functions to 
raise mission funds. When these didn’t 
bring in enough, she and co-workers would 
ring doorbells for pledges. 


For 25 consecutive years she organized 
annual fiestas for St. Leo’s. She started 
sewing circles to make altar linens and 
other church items. There were bake, rum- 
mage and other sales. The sewing circle 
grew and the women began making layettes 
for needy mothers. 


Mrs. Gonzales has a brother blind in one 
eye and partially blind in the other. So she 
joined a Braille club and began taking her 
brother and other blind people of the par- 
ish to Oceanside county center for educa- 
tional, recreational and other programs. 


ST. LEO’S MISSION started when the late 
Father Ernest LeGuyader was St. James’ 
pastor (1935-50). When he renovated St. 
James’ church, much of its equipment was 
used for the mission, including the front 
doors and Stations of the Cross. 


The chapel was once an old barracks 
from Camp Callan on Torrey Pines Mesa. 
Gifts from many people, parishioners and, 
of course, Mrs. Gonzales, helped its conver- 
sion into a chapel. 


For a while the mission had a resident 
pastor and was, in effect, “a parish within. 
a parish.” But it did not grow and became 
a mission again when Msgr. James Gilfillan 
was pastor of St. James (1950-69). Msgr. Wil- 
liam Spain succeeded him and has been 
in charge of the mission since.

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Northern Ireland cause same as all 
oppressed people, says Father Groppi

THE CAUSE OF the Northern Ireland 
conflict is the cause of oppressed people 
everywhere, a noted activist priest told 
students at San Diego State last week. 


“The struggle against oppression in 
Northern Ireland is the struggle against 
oppression in the United States,’ said 
Father James Groppi, Milwaukee priest long 
involved in the civil rights movement. 


If Americans are concerned with what is 
happening to minority groups in this 
country, he said, they must be concerned 
with Northern Ireland. 


HE URGED “oppressed _ people 
everywhere’’ to join in the fight against 
injustices and for human liberty. 


Father Groppi spoke in an “Ireland Now’’ 
program under auspices of San Diego 
State’s YMCA-YWCA to raise funds for 
wives and children of men imprisoned in 
Northern Ireland. 


Also on the program was Father Jeremiah 
O’Sullivan, pastor of Immaculata chapel, 
Alcala Park, who traced the history of the 
partition of Ireland in 1922.

FATHER GROPPI, recently returned 
from a visit to Ireland, asserted that the 
only way the Northern Ireland problem can 
be solved is for “the British to get out, just 
as the U.S. must get out of Indochina.”’ 


“The U.S. is guilty of genocidal acts of 
war against the Vietnamese people, just as 
Great Britain has been guilty of genocidal 
acts against the Irish,” he claimed. 


Father Groppi observed that the struggle 
in Ireland is a fight over human rights, good 
housing, equal opportunities and the 

“chance of all human beings to advance as 
far as their ability lets them — the same 
fight as in America.”’ 


HE CRITICIZED the role of the Catholic 
Church in both Northern Ireland and 
America, asserting that it has been passive 
instead of “revolutionary.” 


Charging that the Church in both nations 
is “split,” the priest said, “‘there’s the 
Church of the establishment which preaches 
a doctrine of pacification and there’s the 
Church of the minority fighting the Church 
of the establishment.” 


When the Church says riothing against 
existing evils, “it is guilty of in- 
stitutionalized racism,’’ said Father Groppi, 
and when it says nothing against U.S. 
policies in Vietnam, “it is guilty of con- 
doning an immoral war.” 


THE PRIEST maintained that the ‘‘story 
of Christ is one of resistance’ not sub- 
mission, and the Gospel message is one of 
incitement and anger...‘‘even hatred 
against injustices.” 


“The morality of tactics is less important 
than the effect of tactics,’’ he said, asserting 
that morality depends ‘‘on what side of the 
fence you’re on.” 


He told the gathering that “‘we’re coming 
back to San Diego in August” (for the 
National Republican Convention) and 
“hope to bring a million people to protest 
what we are doing in Indochina.”

Between the extreme of scrupulosity and that 
of rejection of. the entire concept of personal 
culpability stand many serious, devoted Catho- 
lies who, realistically considering the direc- 
tion and actions of their lives, can find no 
imperative to weekly, monthly, or even yearly 
confession. 


Since Vatican II the emphasis has been laid on 
the confession as a requisite only in the case of

It was only gradually (and 
by the end of the first cen- 
tury) that the Jewish and 
Christian religions went 
their separate ways. 


A primary difference 
between the two was the 
choice of the Sabbath. For 
the Jews, the Sabbath 
constituted a remembering 
of the Creator’s resting on 
the seventh day and was, 
therefore, first and foremost 
a day of rest and not a day 
for worship. 


But the primitive Christian 
community made the day of 
the Resurrection — Sunday 
— a day of assembly for 
worship and a feastday (cf. 
John 20:26). It did not 


the Emperor Constantine 
made it so in the year 321. 


The Sabbath was by no 
means waived or dispensed 
with by the early Church, but 
gradually fell into oblivion in 
those communities which 
were not governed by Jewish 
Christians. 


As the Church became 
Hellenized and as the gentile 
Christians began to con- 
stitute the majority, the 
Jewish food laws and feasts 
were, for all practical 
purposes, discarded.

Traditional Catholic moral 
theology has allowed an 
incurably ill person — 
having no hope of recovery 
— to reject further medical 
assistance: he is not bound to 
use extraordinary means to 
prolong his life. 


This is not, of course, the 
same thing as euthanasia 
(deliberate use of means to 
incur death) or suicide. 


_ A mongoloid is as human 
as anyone else. If surgery is 
necessary to save the child’s 
life, then the parents must 
provide for this, especially 
since the mongoloid is 
unable to make the decision 
himself. 


It is unfortunately said 
that a mongoloid’s life is 
meaningless and valueless. 
This can never be accepted 
by the Christian faith, which 
believes in every life from 
the first moment of con- 
ception.

Pope Paul reaffirmed the 
role and function of a 
Catholic university as a 
treasury of ‘‘humanistic, 
scientific and Catholic 
teaching and tradition” in an 
appeal here to Italian 
Catholics to ‘‘save’’ the 
University of Sacred Heart 
in Milan. 

‘‘The Catholic university is 
necessary,’ he asserted, 
pointing out that it en- 
courages ‘‘the synthesis 
between Christian and 
profane (secular) thought, 
that synthesis on which our 
civilization is based’’ and 
contributes to an ‘‘increase 
in modern culture . . = one of 
the greatest duties of our 
times.”’ 

The Pope, former Arch- 
bishop of Milan, declared 
that “‘the life of a true and 
modern free university’ 
requires support, especially 
financial support.

In VATICAN CITY, 
dustrialists received by Pope 
Paul heard him stress that 
‘power, whether political or 
economic, must not be 
conceived by a Christian in 
‘any way than in terms of 
service to his brother.” 


“Even ownership of goods 
on this earth, because of 
their universal destination, 
must be seen to some extent 
in terms of stewardship,”’ he 
said. 


Businesses, he said, should 
be ‘‘viable not only as in- 
dustrially profitable en- 
terprises, but as ones which 
really render service to 
men.”’

Never doubt 
priesthood-Pope 


In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul told a group of new 
priests from Propaganda 
Fide and Beda colleges, 
“never doubt your 
priesthood. 


“By your ordination you 
have been endowed with the 
sacramental mystery which 
has conferred on you the 
powers that liken you to 
Christ — to celebrate the 
Holy Eucharist, administer 
penance, preach the 
Gospel,”’ he said. 


“To you are now applied in 
a special way the words that 
Christ addressed to his 
apostles: ‘As the Father has 
sent me, even so I send 
you.’” 


Medal religious 
or ornamental? 


In KING OF PRUSSIA, 
Pa., an importer and the 
U.S. Customs Service are 
arguing whether a copper 
medallion with the fish 
Christian symbol on one side 
and ‘‘God loves you’’ on the 
other is a religious article or 
costume jewelry.

The importer (from 
Canada) says the medals are 
religious and subject only to 
10 per cent import duty, but 
the government says they 
are ornamental and the tax 
should be 27 per cent. 


Bishop blames 
‘big business’ 


In WASHINGTON, D.C., 
Auxiliary Bishop John J. 
Dougherty of Newark, ap- 
pearing before a Senate 
subcommittee, blamed 
profitseeking and _. big 
business’ lack of moral 
responsibility for many 
social ills. 


Large corporations, he 
said, seek to make profits for 
stockholders who have little 
influence over management 
and who ‘‘avoid any sense. of 
moral responsibility for 
affairs of the enterprise.”’

In ROME, officials of the 
Congregation for the 
Evangelization of Peoples 
reported that Catholicism is 
growing strongest in mission 
developing countries. 


The faith is gaining 
strength in emerging 
Catholic __ parishes of 


developing lands in Asia and 
Africa, said Cardinal Angelo 
Rossi, head of the 
missionary congregation. 

The new churches ‘‘are a 
living force in the spreading 
of the Gospel,” said Arch- 
bishop Sergio Pignedoili, 
secretary.

- Father Philip Berrigan, SSJ, 


and six codefendants rested 
their defense on anti-war 
conspiracy charges without 
testimony or witnesses. 


Meanwhile U.S. District 
Court Judge R. Dixon 
Herman was to rule on a 
defense motion for a directed 
verdict of acquittal. A jury of 
nine women and three men 


previously heard nearly five 
weeks of testimony from 
prosecution witnesses.
